The past fall I made 1073 gal 
nnd that ot Messina, along the north const of 
the Island. Marsala carries on n large busi- 
ness in the wine which hears its name; it also 
deals in com, fruit, cotton, and salt. The pop- 
ulation is about 20,000. It possesses a nnm 
tier of foreign commercial houses, the most im- 
j»ortant of which are English. Il was a flour- 
ishing place under the Homans, nnd its pros- 
perity was maintained until the close ot the 
fifteenth century. In 1532 the port was filled 
up by order of Charles V., to prevent the fleets 
ofSoliman II. from getting possession of it. 

It has never completely recovered from that dis- 
aster, and vessols of large tonnage cannot en- 
ter. The attack on Marsala indicates the plan 
conceived by Garibaldi. He carries the strug- 
gle on the north const of the island, where all 
the strong places are elevated, nnd approaches 
those positions which, if seized on by him, will 
give decisive results. 

Tius Gui.f Fisheries. — ' T he N. Y. Express 
directs attention to a speck of trouble looming 
up in our northeastern horizon and growing 
out of the action of the French war vessels in 
interfering with the Canadian fisheries in the 
Gulf of .St. Lawrence. The i-use is simply this: 

Tlie re are two small islands off the northern 
shore of the Straits of Bellislc, the northern 
outlet of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The is- 
lands were settled by the Frcnoh, but were cap- 
tured by the English, and upon the treaty of 
peace were restored to the French upon agree- 
ment that there should be no buildings erected 
thereon, except such as should be needed for 
the carrying on of the fisheries. The French 
agreed that no fortifications sh >u!d be erected, 
and no soldiers, exceeding fifty in number, 
were to be stationed there. IJic French, how- 
ever, have erected several batteries, and it is said 
that not less than thirty thousand sailors, of the 
French marine force, are now actively engaged 
mi the waters adjacent. The batteries now 
erected are sufficient to control the Straits, 
and a French squadron is stationed at the Is- 
land ol St. Fierro. Jiritish colonial vessels 
have been repeatedly fired on by the French 
armed vessels, and the Canadian fishermen 
have Imx-ii driven from the waters. Not l icing 
able to pick a quarrel with England by these 
means, F ranee has now claimed n part of New- 
foundland. The whole matter Ins been laid 
before Parliament by Mr. Halburton, and 
Lord John Russell has liecn called upon for the 
correspndencc between the two countries. The 
Canadian people arc greatly exercised about 
the matter, and great fears are entertained as 
to the “designs’* of the French Eiipcror.

Will Land Leach away the M inure — 

Is horse manure [food on son dtf land! — Ashes 
and old lime for coni and potatoes-— Stimula- 
tors . — One of your corrfcflpondente — vho s«ys 
maoy sensible tilings — takes tlu* posifon, that 
•’horse man urt* is of little value oil saniv soil.” 
Now my experience — a few years agp — very 
richly aiul pleasantly proved to the contour, on 
one ot those very same “sand ridge),’’ near 
Chicago, in experiments hy which wc rniwd 
over 1 (Mi bushels of sound shelled com to the 
acre, two years in succession, on the same 
field. We grubbed out, and plowed with a 
pair of horses, a piece on the sand ridge, at 
“Summit,” laic in the fall; then in the spring, 
we marked off the rows about three feet apart, 
with good furrows, nnd then about 21 feet 
apart in the rows, threw a shovel full of norsc- 
manure, for the hills, nnd on this planted our 
coni, letting three stalks grow iu each hill. 
When the corn was up two or three inches high 
we put a small handfull of old ashes on each 
hill, while dressing it out with a hoe. From 
this crop, we harvested over 1 00 bushels good 
shelled corn to the acre. The land is a light 
yellow sand, covered with small oak grubs. 
After taking off the corn in the fall, wc spread 
a fair coat of horse-manure, lettiug it lie un- 
til the next spring — then late in April plowed 
it a little deeper than the first time — furrowing 
as before and manuring, lightly, in the hill: 
again, when it was well up we put a small 
handfull of old lime and ashes on each hill; 
anil our yield was again over 100 bushels good 
shelled corn to the acre. 

On the 4th of July, Hon. John wentworth 
and 1). M. Bradley, Esq., visited this field of 
corn, and it was then higher than “Long John’s” 
head, although, corn generally, at that date, 
was about up to one’s vest pocket. That same 
summer Mr. Wentworth bought that land. 

In cultivating this corn, both years, no “hill- 
ing up” was done, but a perfect level culture 
was observed. Not having ashes enough for 
the whole field, a portion of it was not so treat- 
ed, and there was a small difference in the 
yield — not five bushels to the acre. 

So much for the simple facts in the case of 
our experment. 

Now let us reason a little; the idea that the 
“sand land” was already too hot, and that the 
“home-manure” tends to increase the heat, and 
“burn up vegetation,” as vour correspondent 
intimates, is in iny estimation, entirely falla- 
cious. The decomposition and fermentation 
of the manure, going on in tlie soil, supplies 
moisture and humous, which renders it more 
porous for the circulation of air and gases, 
which (onstantly stimulate a vigorous, healthy, 
rapid growth; which, ot cmirse, exhaust the 
soil faster, but gives you confspondingly larg- 
er and richer crops, so that you are amply com- 
pensated — and this is just what we want — 
quick and ample return for the labor ami feed 
which wc give to tlie soil. My com, although 
the land was manured every year, cost me less 
per Imshcl, than those who had “strong land,’’ 
which they did not manure. Land, to pro- 
duce profitably, needs stimulating as well as 
fcrti!i/.ing; it needs to be “spurred up” as well 
as to be rich, just as some great stout, fat, able 
I kith, of great capacity, need stimulating to 
get their ability out of them. And no land 
acknowledges and returns your efforts more 
promptly and richly, than warm, porous, sandy 
soils, if well manured — and they do it every- 
time, too. 

Leachintf . — Here is another erroneous notion 
— that sand leaches tlie manure out of the 
reach of the plants; this is not so; if it were 
the case, we should have no pure water in the 
earth, for the constant filtration of surface 
trash would keep it filthy. Then the fertiliz- 
ing properties of manure, as well as its stimu- 
lators, arc all lighter than the earth, nnd can- 
not sink any depth, but adhere to and remain 
amid the surface soil, nothing but the pure 
watery part could sink; and even that will not 
lie, to’ but a limited extent, as it will rather 
rise, subject to the laws of evaporation, where- 
in the moisture from Inflow seeks the surface 
where the temperature is higher or warmer; so 
that it is a fact that no manure leaches or sinks 
further down than the roots of plants will 
reach it. To prove this conclusively, take a 
barrel — lore holes in the bottom — fill it nearly 
full of clean, pure sand — then pour on the fil- 
thiest drench of the barn-yard, which Vou can 
get, till tlie water begins to run through at the ' 
Ih»i tom, and you will surely find it pure and clear 
enough to drink, while the sand will not lie 
even stained more than 8 or 10 inches deep; 
try it — and find no leaching. — I). S. C. 
Madison, May, 1800. Prairie Farmer. 

Gross and Net Weight of Cattle.— The 
ordinary rule of accertaining the net weight of 
beef cattle from the live weight on the scales, 
varies according to quality, size, and age, and 
after all is no rule at all, because it is entirely a 
matter of agreement between the parties at the 
time. 

It also depends upon the locality. In New 
York, the net weight of the beef in the quar- 
ter only is wanted. In Boston, the hide and 
fat are included, counting those products equal 
to one-quarter of the beef, or rather, calling 
the whole five quarters. There the net weight 
of a fat bullock is estimated at GO to G8 pounds 
of each 100 of live weight. In extra flue ani- 
mals the percentage is higher. 

In New York, where the hide and fat are 
left out of the calculation, the bullocks arc cs- 
| timated at 55 to GO pounds net to each 100 
pounds gross, and if the animal is very fine, 
the estimate runs from 61 to G4 pounds net 
to each 100 pounds gross. Extraordinary ani- 
mals sometimes dress 05 or 66 pounds, and 
even higher, and ordinary and lean stock run 
from 55 down to 47, though not often below 
.”,0 ]M)unds, or one-half the live weight at home. 
Tlu* common practice at tie* West is to weigh 
fatted cattle, some hours after feeding and a 
little exercise, and calculate the net weight at 
35 pounds per 100 of the live weight.

Ions of syrup, equal to Belcher’s Refined Gold- 
en Syrup, which I have sold readily for 80 
cents per gallon, when Belcher’s brought only 
75 cents. 1 had no trouble in making sugar, 
a sample of which I send you. This sugar 
was made after the eane had been frozen solid 
a number of times, and stood until the stalk 
had turned a bright yellow, and the leaves had 
become perfectly dry and crisp. I used an 
iron mill, and did not strip the leaves off. It 
cost me to raise one acre as follows.

I think by planting in drills one-third more 
would have been realized. I tioiled it with a 
continued evaporator, made of common stove- 
pipe iron. 

My whole experiments teach me: 1st. In 
sowing seed use none but the upper half of the 
head, and the cane will rij»en from ten to fifteen 
days earlier than from the lower part. 

2d. Scald or soak the seed over night, and 
put into a bag ami bury until it sprouts; dry 
seed will not come up good. Do not. plant un- 
til the ground is warm, if it is not until the 
first of June. Plant iu drills ft j feet one way, 
and not over 12 inches apart, J stalks in a 
place, or if iu hills 10 to 15 stalks in a hill, as 
the more stalks that can lie raised on the same 
ground the 1 letter. There is no more sweet in a 
stalk two inches in diameter than in one one 
inch in diameter uml half the length. 

3d. Cane is not worth working up unless 
grown on sandy soil, as it takes but 5.4 to 6 
gallons of juice from cane raised on such soil 
to make one gallon of sugar or syrup, when it 
takes trom 15 to 18 gallons of juice from cane 
grown large on low rich soil, to make one gal- 
lon of black molasses — generally called scorch- 
ed or burned. 

4th. Cane raised on sandy soil has hard 
joints, and is not affected by frost or freezing; 
hut cane raised on rich low soil has soft joints, 
and will sour the first warm weather after- 
wards. 

5th. Cane should not be nickered or plow- 
ed among after July, or it will not ripen early. 

Gth. Good light syrup can be niude from 
cane if frost bitten Indore it heads out, but the 
yield is less. 

7th. In preparing eane for sugar, cut the 
ripe canes in the middle, use the large end for 
sugar, ami the top for syrup. 

8th. It is not necessary to put anything in 
the juice to cleanse or clarify it, lor sugar or 
syrup. A quick hot lire will take out all im- 
purities. For this purpose I find that a con- 
tinued evaporator is a good apparatus as the sy- 
rup runs off and leaves the gum and liinc in the 
pan. 

ftth. Use an iron mill and you will get dou- 
ble the quantity you would from a wooden mill. 

I would not buy or use a mill unless it hud a 
direct attachment. If it is nccesury to have a 
larger mill than a one horse mill — the main 
rollers of such mills lieiug only nine inches — 
for two horses I would have the main roller 
eighteen inches in diameter, and the side rol- 
lers only nine inches, so iu proportion up to 
four horse mills. The geared mills arc more 
expensive, and always liable to lie giving out, 
while in the former plan, if the lever goes, the 
the rollers haw to, and no extra e\|iensc ex- 
cept for weight of extra iron in roller. 

I commenced working up eane Septenilier 
15th, and fini>hed up 011 the 4th of November, 
using a one horse mill. — O. N Bra in Aim.

The sugar received is excellent — beautiful 
crystals. It is easy to discover the peculiar 
sorghum taste, hut it is by no means as unpleas- 
ant as the taste of the lower grades of New Or- 
eans sugar. We class it equal to the best qual- 
ity of Muscovado sugffr. Wc do not clearly 
understand what our correspondent means !>v a 
“continued” evaporator, but suppose one made 
in the principle of Cook’s, and others of that 
general class. We do not agree with our 
friend, that “eane is not worth working up un- 
less grown on sandy soil. ” A great deal of cane 
grown on stiff clay loams in this State has yield- 
ed a profitable percentage of “sweetening.” 
That dry, warm soil is liest in this climate, 
because inducing early maturity, we do not 
doubt. We are glad to receive just such letters 
as the above, giving experience, and the re- 
sults of experience. — l Eds. Prairie. Farmer .] 



Removing Sprouts from the Roots of 
Fruit Trees. — W hen the collar of a two be- 
comes covered with earth, four or five inches, 
or more, above its natural depth, a new sys- 
tem of roots is frequently emitted. Simulta- 
neously with these, the tree, also, usually 
pushes forth a mass of sprouts from the same 
point. Other causes also, such as severe head- 
ing back of the top, wound of the roots or col- 
lar. or, indeed, any cause tending to check the 
ready flow of the sap, are sufficient, in many 
eases, to produce the emission of sprouts from 
the roots of trees. 

With trees thus afflicted, the common prac- 
tice seems to he, at any convenient time, usu- 
ally in the spring, to go through the orchard 
with a dull mattock, and bruise off these 
sprouts near the surface of the. ground: with 
the apprehension, apparently, that this is pre- 
ferable to cutting them with a sharp tool. 
Others watch their growth, and, ns soon as 
they are sufficiently above the surface, pull 
them oft' with the hand. Various other modes 
are practiced, producing substantially the 
same results. In orchards so treated, we not 
(infrequently find trees which have emitted 
sprouts from almost the entire surface of their 
roots, iu the vicinity of the trunk, nnd which, 
having been persistently cut oft’ from tlie sur- 
face, have ramified lieueath, until little room 
seems to be left for more; while the tree, 
having expended its vitality in this direction, 
has become feeble and sickly. True not many 
trees will lx* found so seriously affected, but, 
in nearly all eases, the effect will be found 
equally injurious, so far as it goes; while the in- 
stances will lx* found extremely rare, where 
such treatment has wrought a cure. 

When wc wish to remove sprouts from the 
the trunk or branches of a tree, it is done by a 
smooth, clean cut, close to the point of union; 
and when wc chance to leave a portion of the 
base of a sprout, it seldom fails to sprout anew. 
The same will tie found true of suckers, or 
root sprouts. In view of this difficulty, the 
only effectual inode seems to lie to lay the roots 
bare wherever suckers appear, and pare off’ the 
sprouts smoothly, with a sharp knife or chisel. 
They will frequently be found to start from the 
lowest roots, and even from the lower side of 
these; nnd consequently, the process of remov- 
al will lx* a slow and difficult one, in many 
eases, aud care will l»c requisite to avoid injur- 
ing the roots. After the sprouts are removed, 
if the earth has been much disturbed near the 
trunk, it may be ncccssay to stake ami tie it, 
to guard against the effect of high winds till 
the earth shall become settled alxmt it. 

This operation will not, generally, prove 
successful, if perfomed in the spring; as the 
vigorous flow of the sap, ut that season, will 
lx: likely to force out fresh sprouts. It is 
therefore preferable to merely cut them back 
to near the surface, at that time, for the pur- 
pose of cheeking their vigor; and defer the 
final action till the middle or latter part of 
August; when once removing them will, in 
many eases, prove sufficient; although obstinate 
ones may require a second and eveu a third 
o)K‘ration. 

Where sprouts are produced in consequence 
of an injury of the trunk, they may he turned 
to a good purpose by grafting in their tops, 
above the injury; when they will rapidly in- 
crease in size, and soon cover the wound by 
uniting with tlie trunk at the sides.

Cultivation of the White Bean. — M r. 
Lawcs has made a series of experiments on 
1 h*hiis, the results of which have not as yet 
lK*en published; we may say, however, that he 
finds, on a soil similar to that on which his 
wheat experiments were made, that beans are 
not materially benefited hy an application of 
ammonia, a manure which has an astonishing 
effect on the wheat crop. On the other hand, 
potash, which had no effect on the wheat, or 
indeed on any other crop he experimented on, 
proved beneficial on the beans. This is not 
the result of a single experiment, but of an 
extensive series carried on tor several years. 

We conclude from these experiments, that 
wheat requires, for the production of a good 
crop, much more ammonia than the atmos- 
phere, rain, and dews supply; while beans, if 
supplied with the proper mineral substances, 
and a soil in the proper mechanical condition, 
can obtain from natural scoureos, nearly all 
the ammonia an average crop requires. 

The same is true of peas. 

It will appear strange that these crops, which 
contain more than three times as much nitro- 
gen as a crop of wheat, should require much 
less ammonia (nitrogen) for their growth than 
wheat. Such, however, is the fact, and a more 
important one to the practical farmer is not to 
be found in the whole range of agricultural 
chemistry. 

Another fact, brought out hy Mr. Lawes’ 
c xperimcnt8 on feeding animals, is important 
in this connection; while about one-half the 
food consumed by animals is passed off into 
the atmosphere by respiration, &c., and is lost 
to the farm, nearly all the nitrogen (ammonia) 
is found in the excrements — the loss being 
principally carbonaceous matter, such as starch, 
sugar, oil, gum, tie. 

It follows, then, that hy growing beans, 
peas, &c., and consuming them by animals, 
and returning the manure to the laud, the soil 
is made much richer in ammonia, the sub- 
stauce so much needed by wheat, corn, oats, 
barley, and grasses. 

The same is true of clover, vetches, and tur- 
nips, and probably of lupins and all legumin- 
ous plants. 

Does it not then appear strange, that, con- 
sidering the comparatively high price of l»ean 
and the excellent opportunity they atford for 
cleaning the land, this crop is not more exten- 
sively and generally cultivated. 

The English “horse-bean” thrives best on 
clayey soil, but the white bean commonly cul- 
tivated in this country prefers a rather sandy 
loaiu, and will yield a fair crop on sandy soils 
so jMHir as to produce scarcely any other crop. 
Although this is the ease, beans by no means 
object to a better “pasture,” and its eultiva- 
' tion is most profitable 011 soils of good quality, 
and in rotation with wheat and other cereals.

The Boston Courier, that staunch 
and high-hearted champion of conservatism in 
New England, commemorates the demonstra- 
tion in glowing terms, which wc reproduce 
that the fire of their enthusiasm may kindle 
new ardor in the breasts of the Unionists of 
the South and West. “The rocking of the 
Cradle last night,” says the Courier, “made 
the Bell riug loud! It was a cheering peal- 
such as has not often sounded in our cars of 
late! Words arc hardly sufficient to give full 
effect to a scene so inspiriting, so grand, so 
impressive. The details of the proceedings, 
given elsewhere in this paper, aft’ord opportu- 
nity for the imagination of our distant readers, 
who were so unfortunate as not to be present, 
to conceive of a spectacle, such as has not been 
witnessed in this city, except on one signal oc- 
casion — and then differing in certain essential 
circumstances — since we lay under the insuffer- 
able rebuke of Republican domination. 

Wc nllude to the Union meeting of last Dc- 
c tuber, after the flagrant crime against the 
laws of God and man hud been committed by 
a fratricidal assault upou the jieaceful citizens 
of Virginia, which threatened the disruption 
of every friendly tic between us and our breth- 
ren of the South, and the overthrow of the 
Union itself!

only persons that wc can know to be patriots.

SPEECH OF MR. GEORGE S. HILLARD 

AT THE UNION RATIFICATION MEETING IN BOSNON. 

Having been one of the delegates from Massa- 
chusetts in the recent Convention of the Constitu- 
tional Union party’ at Baltimore, and having tak- 
en some small share in its proceedings, I appear 
before you to-night to make a brief report of the 
doings of that body, and to present to you some 
few considerations why the nominations made by 
them should he heartily ratified and sustained by 
the people of Massachusetts. I shall deliver to 
you “a round unvarnished tale.” It will not he 
in my power to entertain you in the melo-dra- 
matic style, with which the audience which met 
here last week was amused. Neither our journey 
to Baltimore, nor our stay there, were enlivened 
with such touches of the romantic, and gleams of 
the picturesque, as lightened the fatigues of trav- 
el to our Republican friends in their pilgrimage to 
their political Mecca in the West. The Massa- 
chusetts delegates to the Baltimore Convention 
— 1 presume the delegates generally — went there 
in the ordinary conveyances of the country, in a 
quiet and unobtrusive manner; and, mortifying as 
the confession must he to our self-love, I c »uld not 
observe that the common course of daily life was 
at all disturbed by our approach or arrival. No 
banners streamed; no hats waved; no shouts rail 
along our path. No men threw themselves across 
our track, hungering for the sight of our faces or 
the sound of our voices. No trumpets or clarions, 
no dulcimers or shawms, poured their dulcet breath 
upon the air; no torches dispersed for us the dark- 
ness of midnight. As we arrived in Baltimore 
early hi the afternoon, there wan, of course, no il- 
lumination; and we can only lay the fluttering 
unction to our souls, that lrnd’we reached the city 
in the hours of darkness, there doubtless might, 
could, would, or should have been one; for in this 
emergency you will allow me to employ all the 
resources of the potential mood. 

Most of the delegates reached Baltimore on the 
afternoon and evening of the day before the Con- 
vention assembled. During that evening, as 
might have l>eeii expected, there was a good deal 
ol informal discussion as to the candidates whom 
it might lie proper for the Convention to nomi- 
nate, and their prospects of success. These dis- 
cussions were conducted in a spirit of moderation 
and courtesy which anticipated the tone of the

highest office in the gift of the people. Happily 
for bis country — happily for mankind — he lived at 
a time when other views prevailed aud different 1 
qualifications were required in public servants. As \ 
the Convention went on — as its proceedings were so | 
consistently animated by the spirit, which dictated { 
the Farewell Address, it seemed to me that the 
expression of those majestic features grew more 
sympathetic and benignant — that glances of con- 
tent boained from those serene eyes, and that 
smiles of approbation played around those silent 
lips. 

Presidential conventions of late years have usu- | 
ally done two things: they have constructed a 
platform of principles, and they have nominated 
candidates for the two highest offices in the gift of 
the people. The Baltimore Convention did the 
latter, hut, insteud of reporting and adopting a 
long string of resolutions, touching upon a great 
variety of topics — abstract and practical, perma- 
nent and occasional, essential and accidental — 
they put forth a brief and comprehensive creed, 
comprising the Constitution of the country, the 
union of the States, and the enforcement of the 
laws. This of course will he made, as It lias been 
made, a ground of reproach; and the Constitu- 
tional Union party will he denounced as either 
having no principles at all. or as not having the 
courage to avow them. I do not know that any 
better justification of the course of the Conven- 
tion in this regard can he found, than that involv- 
ed in the preamble to the solitary resolution 
which we adopted. It begins thus: “Whereas 
experience has demonstrated that platforms adopt- 
ed by the partisan conventions of the country 
have had tne effect to mislead and deceive the 
people” — let us pause here a moment, Mr. Presi- 
dent, and let me ask you if this he not strictly 
true. These platforms do mislead and deceive the 
people, and they are devised for the purpose of 
deceiving and misleading them. They are pre- 
pared beforehand, and carried to the convention 
in someliody's pocket or somebody’s hat. They j 
arc drawn up by some good rhetorical workman, i 
who can employ language in such a way as that 
it shall mean anything or nothing, as occasion j 
may require. They are made up partly of safe 
generalities and obvious truisms, and partly of 
such doubtful propositions as derive all their point 
an:i significance from the interpretation that may 
he put upon them. 

And this is not all. Platforms, however curi- 
ously contrived — with planks however cunningly 
mortised and tenoned — are no sooner framed than 
they are cast aside and heard of no more. They 
are like transparencies dev bod for the illumination 
of a singh* night, and then forever doomed to si- 1 
lence and darkness. What part does a platform 
play in a Presidential canvass? who reads it? who 
quotes it? who cares a straw aliotit it? The Re- 
publican platform, put forth by the Chicago Con- . 
vontion, lor instance, contains a resolution on the I 
tariff, which is well enough so far as it goes, hut ' 
how much do you think we shall hear upon the 
tariff from Republican speakers next autumn? 

Republican palates want more highly spiced frosl 
than that. A tariff speech would disperse a Re- 
publican audience more effectuallv than the read- 
ing of the riot act. They will brook nothing 
that is not addressed to their passions or their 
emotions. Resistance to the extension of slave- 
ry will he the text, or rather the starting 
point, of even,’ Republican sermon, in the pul- 
nit or out of it, that will he preached in 
New’ England during the coining campaign. The 
voters of New’ England will he told — and by men 
possessed of sufficient power over their risible 
muscles to keep a grave face while they say it - 
that slavery will go into every territory of the 
United States if Mr. Lincoln is not elected, and 
into none of them if he is — they will !»c told that 
the §puth arc determined to’ revive the slave 
trade, and will revive it unless the Republicans 
get the control of the government; every rash dis- 
union sentiment uttered at the South will he quo- 
ted and commented upon, and assumed to he the 
expression of the general feeling there; in short, 
all the eloquence and resources of the party will 
Iks employ cd in the amiable office of setting the 
collective North in an attitude of “irrepressible con- 
flict” with the collective South, the speakers all the 
while possessing the utmost reverence for the Con- 
stitution, the strongest love of the Union, and the 
most earnest desire to restore the principles and 
|K)licy of Washington. 

Mr. President, when you and I were young there 
appeared a clever novel called Vivian (Jrev, writ- 
ten by a young man who has since risen to high 
political distinction in Kn gland. In that novel 

there is a celebrated recipe for dressing cucumbers, 
which comes to my mind in illustra ion of the 
pains taken to devise platforms and heir subse- 
quent fate: “You must he careful t pick out the 

straightest, thinnest skinned, most seedless cu- 
cumber that you can find. Six hours before you 
want to eat it, put the stalk in cold water on a 
marble slab — not the whole cucumlier — that’s 
nonsense. Then pare it very carefullv so as to 
take off all the green outside, and nothing more. 

Slice it as thin as possible, spread it over your 
dish, and sprinkle it with a good deal of white 
popper, red pepper, salt, and mustard-seed, mix 



his country's good; aud in so doing lie has not mere 
Iv earned a new title to the gratitude and admira- 
tion of his countrymen, hut he has placed himself 
upon a height of moral grandeur, compared to 
which not onlv crowns and sceptres, but all the 
honors and offices which can he won and worn un- 
der institutions like ours are but toys and baubles.

And if we, Mr. Everett’s friends, neighbors, 
townsmen, and fellow citizens do not rally tri- 
umphantly to his support — if we do not elect tbc 
ticket that liears his name — it will he as disgrace- 
ful to us as hie self-abnegation is glorious to him. 

And now, Mr. President, mv task is done. I 
had proposed to say something about the Conven- 
tion at Chicago, upon what they did do. and what 
they did not do. 1 had proposed to sav a word 
about the claims of a party, which, like the base 
Judean, threw’ a pearl away richer than all their 
tribe at least* ami. having picked up a hit of glass 
in the street, arc now going aliout trving to make 
the world believe that it is a diamond of the first 
water — but the moments of this short summer 
night are fast running awnv, and I must hasten 
to a close. It remains for you, my friends, to 
give to our nominations the best of ratifications — 
the ratification of success. We can do it if we 
will. - The eyes of the whole country are turned 
with peculiar interest upon Massachusetts, and it 
expects us to do our duty. The only objection I 
have heard urged agilnst our ticket is that it is 
too respectable and must therefore fail; that is, j 
the people of the United States either have not 
the intelligence to discern what is good, or. hav- 
ing tho intelligence to discern it. are so low in 
their moral instincts that they voluntarily reject j 
it. An objection of this kind nerd not trouble us | 
much. 'i he real obstacle to our success lies 
in ourselves. In our distrust, in our timidity, in our 
wa n t of heart a nd st ron g rcsol vo our opponents ha v e 
allies more powerful than armies with banners. I 
do believe that tlierc is virtue and patriotism and 
intelligence enough iu Ibis hind to elect Bell and 
Everett, if we only had faith and hope and cour- 
age. Would that these words of mine could he 
turned into flakes of fire, and that the w inds of 
heaven might hear them all abroad, with power 
to rouse and kindle and animate every heart on 
which they fell! Would that this voice of mine 
could be swelled and multiplied and reverberated 
till all men, North and South, East and West, j 
might hear me. I would say to them: “Awake, 
arise! the hour has come, and the man! Shake 
off your distrust, as the lion shakes the dew drop ‘ 
from his mane. Hear and heed your country a 
call. Are you young? giv e us tho licauty of your 
youth — the sparkling and mantling foam on the 
newly poured cun of life. Are you of mature age? 
givens vour deliberate strength. Are you old? j 
give us tho rich treasures of your experience. We 
want all; we can spare none. Come from your I 
workshops, your factories, your warehouses, and 
vour farms. Come in numbers, like those in which 
Nature, from her ever-teeming loins, pours forth 
her tribes of the air and of the deep! Couie as 
the leaves come when the winds of autumn arc 
roaring through the woods! Come as the waves j 
come when the flail of the t empest is smiting the j 
deep! Gather with strong hands and manly 
hearts, a living rampart of protecti u and defense, 
around the institutions of your beloved country! 
Establish her greatness on llie Union, the Const i-

in so far that it may never be seen or heard of 
again. 

But go back to the preamble from which I 
quoted a few’ minutes ago. It goes on us follows: 
'and at the same time to w iden the political di- 
visions of the country, by the creation and en- 
couragement of geographical and sectional par- 
ties.” Is not this true, Mr. President? It is 
true; and, what is more, it involves a truth of the 
greatest consequence to the peace aud prosperity 
of the country. The Baltimore Convention con- 
tained delegates from slaveholding and from non- 
slaveholding States- delegates fairlv chosen, and 
representing real constituencies. Now it is not to 
be expected that men born and reared in slave- 
holding States, and men born and reared in non- 
slaveholding States, should agree upon the ques- 
tion of slavery, even as an abstract question; it 
might have been so once, but not now, after the 
exasperating discussions of the last few years. 
The Baltimore Convention had the sense to see 
this truth, and the manliness to act upon it; and 
I honor them for it. All discussions upon the 
subject of slavery — 1 mean political discussions 
conducted for the purpose of gaining political 
pow’er — arc unprofitable and worse than unprofita- 
ble; they convince no one, and they only heat 
the blood and inflame the passions of the dispu- 
tants. If the North persists in tendering to the 
South the issue that slavery is a sin before God 
and a crime before man — if the South persists in 
tendering to the North the issue that slavery is 
right and good in itself— one of two things, sooner 
or later, must happen — either the Union will he 
dissolved, or it will cease to be of any practical 
value; and, until we come to a realizing sense of 
this, there will he no peace in the land, aud no 
government worth the having. 

There were also reasons which made it expedi- 
ent for tho Convention at unicago to issue a 
ma nif oxto oC principles which did not apply to tlie 
Convention at Baltimore. As the former l»ody 
selected for their Presidential candidate a gentle- 
man quite unknown to the great majority of 
those who were expected toTvote for him, it‘ was 
jreiy proper that he should be sent abroad on his 
political travels with a letter of recommendation 
and introduction, stating who and what he was, 
and what his opinions were on the controverted 
issues of the day. No such necessity existed in 
our case. Wbeu Dr. Livingstone returned from 
Africa, there was naturally a great curiosity to 
hear al>out the newly-discovered and hitherto un- 
known regions which he had visited; a curiosity 
which is not felt woen a traveler comes home 
from England or France. Mr. Lincoln being in 
political geography an unknown country, a simi- 
lar curiosity was awakened when the Convention 
made the announcement of his discovery. 

’he platform having been disposed of, the Con- 
vention addressed themselves to the duty of 
selecting candidates for the offices of President 
and Vice President. The Massachusetts delega- 
tion went th<^ with their mind* made up. Their 
first apd earnest choice waa an illustrious citizen 
of our own State, whose name is known wherever 
the English language is spoken, whose splendid 
abilities have from his earliest youth been conse- 
crated to the service of liberty, humanity, and 
fruth; whose patriotism is of the most compre- 
hensive cast; whose private life is of the most 
spotless purity; and whose resistless and persua- 
sive eloquence, to which these walls have so often 
rung, has recently been consecrated to so exalted 
a theme and hatf achieved such memorable re- 
sults. When the delegation & were called in tlie

We learn by a private letter that the train which 
b*ft Knoxville fur Bristol on the night of tl»e .'Id 
Inst., luet with an accident alamt six miles east of 
the former place. It appears that while running 
at the ordinary rate of speed, the engine and ten- 
der were precipitated into a chasm aimm ten feet 
deep, caused by the washing away of a “fill*’’ 
which was the result of one of the heaviest rain 
j storms that has visited that section of country for 
years.

— A Man 
Stileltoed in the Open street . — Between twelve and 
one o'clock this morning a man named Crawley 
said to be u teacher in the Mount Auburn Female 
Seminary, while passing up Main street, near the 
corner of limit, was stabbed in the right side bv 
some person unknown and died a few minutes af- 
terward. 

It is said that he was returning from the Opera 
House, and almtit half past twelve o’clock he was 
seen crossing the canal bridge on Main street in 
company with two females. Just after passing 
the corner of Hunt street he suddenly exclaimed, 
“I am stabbed, ” and fell upon the the sidewalk 
and expired almost immediately. 

His female com|iauious, who we believe are un- 
known, say that they have no idea who could have 
inflicted tlie wouiuf. A tall man, with a dark 
moustache and a goatee, was seen in tlie neigh- 
borhood a few moments previous, to whom suspi- 
cion attaches, but as lie was nowhere to bo seen 
when the police arrived on the spot, he was of 
course not arrested. 

The affair is exceedingly’ mysterious, no one 
seeming to know any thing about it except that a 
man named Crawlev, while walking the street, 
was stubbed and killed. Additional light will 
probably bo thrown upon the horrible assassination 
this morning. 

The body’ of the deceased was removed to the 
Bremen street station house, where it will remain 
until after the inquest has been held by the Cor- 
oner. 

The wound is quite small, though evidently 
deep, and ap|iears to have been made with a dirk 
knife, or stiletto, such as is sometimes found u|*on 
the persons of courtesans who happen to fall into 
the hands of the police.

The Court, by Simmon ( hief Justice, held 

Keeping a tipling liouse and retailing spirituous li 
piors without a lieeiise are distinct offence-. To roiirti- 
y that there should 
reileated sales by retail, but the sales must he made 
in a house, and the article sold must he drunk therein, 
or on or adjacent to tlie jireniisea where sold, or at least 
the sale must he made w ith that view and 1 'or tli.it pur- 
nose. (2 yol. Rev. Stats., page 411'. The second may 
lie committed at anv place, and it n immaterial 
where the article .-old shall be drunk. The punishment 
i- different also, the fine for one being sixty, and for tin- 
other only ten dollar*. It is manifest, tin appellant be- 
ing oul.v aupjecteil to a line of ten dollars liefore tlie 
Police Judge, that lie was not there tried tor the off.-n.-e 
w itb which he i* now charged, nor punished for such re- 
peated arts of selling lie retail, a* would constitute him 
t)»r keeper of a tipling house under the law . The jndg 
ni.-nt for having retailed spirituous liipior* without li- 
leuse was not therefore a Imi - to the indictment in this 
case.

Mr. Y’ulee opposed and Mr. Bingham advocated 
the bill.

Mr. Johnson, of Arkansas, moved a reconside- 
ration. After debate, without taking the question 
the Senate adjourned.

The stars shine glorious and lambent from age to 
age. How foolish then the notion that frailty nnd 
weakness are the natural and necessary accom- 
paniments of refinement. The wisest and ablest 
nations have never so thought. They have look- 
ed for beauty in mind and body where health 
tqiurkled in the eye, played glow ingly on the cheek, 
gave lithe and active motion to every limb and 
enabled the mind to act freely and powerfully with 
a heart and brain that seconded and gave impulse 
to every movement. The alarming tendency to 
physical deterioration in the country has been ar- 
rested. We rejoice in every sign of it. e hail 
every archery and boat club. Wo are glad of I 
baseball and cricket; it was the one alleviation 
to us of the Mexican War and the prize tight— 
that courage and muscle, after all, are great 
things. 

Thus much by way of preface to Dr. Windship s 
article; and, being tho strongest human being in 
America, he is qualified to speak, and, in the spirit 
of the man of Carlyle's anecdote, and our Phila- 
delphia contemporary, while we should turn aside 
with disregard from a dy speptic lecturer on health, 
we are cordially willing to take off our hat to Dr. 
Windship; a man that can lift eleven hundred 
pounds will do to instruct us, nnd we sit down at I 
the feet of this physical Gamaliel. His instruc- j 
tlon is from nature and not from tho old rules of 
heulth, which are about as serviceable as the 
weather predictions of an almanac. Thus the old 
rule “that a man should rise from the table hun- 
gry” is exploded by Dr. Windsbip’s theory, that 
a man should eat as much as he really wants of 
the food he likes, being careful only to need the 
food thus eaten. So too of the notions forced up 
and accepted by the world that men ought not to 
sleep much and that there is extraordinary virtue in 
getting up early. Dr. Windship says that a man 
ought to sleep a great deal, at least eight hours, 
that he who has about the strength of two men 
himself, sleeps ten hours, and that no one should 
get up early unless lie goes to bed early. Now, 
with all our profound respect for nursery traditions 
and wise old saws of the moral, physical, and pe- 
cuniary advantages of getting up early; that the 
early bird catches the worm, and that early rising 
makes a man healthy wealthy and wise, we are 
inclined to think with the Bulletin that there is 
obvious common sense in the Windship theory, as 
every man knows that nothing rejuveuates like 
souud sleep, and that after sleeping many hours 
soundly one can do twice the work in the same 
time that can be done when feverish and nervous 
from want of thorough rest. 

Another common sense principle of Dr. Wind- 
ship is to give yourself an abundance of air, hut 
not too much irater. Many (>eople actually make 
themselves sodden by attempting to be amphibi- 
ous. Water is great in its way, but it is sadly 
abused. Another principle which explodes a mass 
of nonsense is that an exclusively vegetable diet 
will keep one weak; that the eating of meat is 
essential to full health. Dr. Windship shows that 
the stronger he became the healthier be became, 
that it is not necessary to inherit great strength 
in order to acquire it, and that tho increase of 
strength is just as certaiu by following its laws, 
as in auy other case of attention to the laws of 
nature. From these citations our Philadelphia 
contemporary hopes to illustrate a grand |irinciple, 
which has delighted it, aud w hich is, “that there 
is nothing recondite or mysterious about health, 
but that it is merely the t browing aside of theo- 
ries and traditions and following out common 
sense notions. It is perfectly amazing how much 
may be done in any direction by pursuing the 
same course. The grand hope for America lies in 
iG common sense. Our people cannot lie deluded 
beyond a certain point. At that point, the com- 
mon sense of the masses asserts itself and over- 
throws the ultraism, the tradition, the humbug, 
the falsity; and the nation takes an onward step 
in its vast career. But to carry on that career 
successfully, we must have physical strength in 
our men and women, and the sooner we adapt all 
out habits to this idea the better.”

DrsTRrcnvK Finn.— Yesterday morning, about 
a quarter after 3 o’clock, tlames were discovered 
Issuing from the confectionary store of Rose A 
Morrell, on Beale street, near the havou bridge, 
which, with the surrounding tenements to the 
number often, on the west side of the bayou, 
were burned before anvof the fire companies could 
reach the spot. The bridge was on fire when the 
firemen got there, but their efforts to suppress or 
confine tho flames were equally boneless until five 
brick tenements on the east side of the ImvoiB, 
with the bridge, were consumed, there l»eing no- 
thing of the latter left hut one foot-path. There 
was scarcely anything saved. We could not learn 
the precise loss* hut from what we could gather 
would suppose that £8,000 or £10,000 would fairly 
represent it. The buildings were all small, and 
been erected within the two past years. Thev 
w ere owned by R. B. DeBare, J. S. Dyer, li. 
King, Mr. Rose, and several others whose names 
we could not obtain, and were partly insured. 
Messrs. Colt & Brother, dry goods merchants, 
who occupied a portion of Dyer’s house, lost be- 
tween $2,000 and £3,000, on which there was an 
insurance of $1,500. Mr. Dyer’s loss is about 
£1,000. Mr. DeBare, who owned four tenements, 
loses probably $1,800. Mr. King loses near that 
amount, and’ Mr. Rose, confectioner, loses nearly 
£700 . — Memphis Bulletin , Tuesnltiy.

Heroism of a Lady . — During the heavy storm 
which prevailed at Savannah, Georgia, on Satur- 
day night last, a drain on West Broad street was 
broken down, when a lady (says the Express), 
who resides near the place of the accident, hearing 
it break in, and knowing that persons hurrying 
home would certainly get in, and probably lose 
their lives, by beiDg carried through the sewer 
into the river, went to the spot and stood there 
amidst the relentless storm and drenching rain, 
warning passers-by of the danger.

Four men and one woman, apostles of the sect, 
have been tarrying at the pla«e and sleepiug in a 
tent. They are opposed to churches, deny the 
divinity of Christ, teach that the soul is a ma- 
terial substance, and sleeps with the body until 
tbc resurrection. 

Female Farming . — A lady of IV eat Chester coun- 
ty, N. Y., has establLhed there a Female Farm- 
ing and Moral Home for training young females 
to the pursuit of agriculture and floriculture, at 
the same time that they are intellectually educa- 
ted and formed to the habits of domestic thrift. 
The Farmer's Club of the American Institute 
have endorsed her project as being every way 
worthy of support. 

A young woman was arrested one day last week 
in Boston, charged with the larceny of a pair of 
sheets, four towels, and a half dozen diapers. 
When asked what she had to sav, she replied: 
“Wbv, Judge, what d'ye ’spose f want of dia- 
llers? r ’ The court refusing to notice her remark, 
she added: “No, thank the Lord!

The Rev. Mr. Hall, of Central Village, Wind- 
ham countv, Ct., has been dismissed from liis 
charge of the Congregational Church in that vil- 
lage, because lie would not preach on the subjects 
of abolition and the Muiue law. No other charge 
was brought against him, and a ministerial coun- 
cil, to whom the matter was submitted, decreed 
that his pastoral connection should he dissolved 
and the society should pay him £100 as damages.

Fokgkicy Cask. — D uring last week, a “leak” 
of $2,800, we learn, was put into the Farmers’ 
and Mechanics' Bank, hy a very artful dodger. 

An attempt was made on Saturday to close the 
eves of the teller of the Consolidation Bank, to 
the tunc of $770. The check presented at the 
bank couuter for this sum was drawn in the name 
of B. J. Crawford. There was soino suspicion 
as to Hie genuineness of the check, and while the 
officers of the Itaiik were examining the paper, 
the man who presented the check took to his 
heels. He was pursued to the street. Ho was 
captured and placed in the hands of officer Hop- 
kins of the Eleventh Ward. He found himself 
taken to the Central Station. Mr. Hopkins re- 
cognized his man as soon as he saw him as an old 
offender. His name is Edward Bishop. He is 
well known to the police as a passer of counterfeit 
money, lie has recently been discharged from 
the Eastern 1’eiiiteutiarv, where lie has served a 
term of imprisonment. 

The prisoner stat'd that the check was given 
him by a man to get cashed, but upon being ques- 
tioned concerning the peason, he told very con- 
tradictory stories. Being personally incapable of 
executing the forgery, it is presumed that some 
one else is at the hack of tho business. 

Yesterday evening the detectives having heard 
that Col. James B. Cross, whose arrest and trial 
for forgery some months since attracted considera- 
ble notice, was in the city, resolved to accomplish 
liis arrest as the principal in the recent forgeries 
on our city banks. In this they succeeded at an 
early hour. 

Yesterday afternoon a hearing was had before 
Alderman Beitler, at the Mayors office. Officer 
Henderson testified to the fact of the arrest, aud 
an affidavit of Bishop, who was arrested at the 
Consolidation Bank ou Saturday, was offered in 
evidence. What the affidavit contained we are 
unable to eay. as it was not read, nor was the 
accused permitted to know either its contents or 
author. Cross was committed for a further 
hearing to-dav at 12 o'clock, in default of £2,000 
bail. 

Bishop is, we are told by the detective, an old 
“Koniacker,” having served out one or more terms 
at Sing-Sing, and also in the" Eastern Penitenti- 
ary. lie was connected also with the Cregar case, 
which, some years ago, created a stir in the Quar- 
ter Sessions. Cross, at the close of the investiga- 
tion, expressed his readiness to furnish the required 
bail, but, as be had no means of sending for his 
friends, and as the detectives would not aid him 
in doing so, he declared it “out of his power to ac- 
complish an impoasibil i tv, ” after which expression 
he was locked up. — Phila. Inquirer.

The Cattle Disease in New Hampshire.— 
On Tuesday, last week, the selectmen of Hillsbor- 
ough received information from Medtield, Mu** 
that two heifers, which had been exposed to the 
wnUgion of the disease which is decimating the 
herds of neat stock In several towns in Massachu- 
setts, had been sent to Hillsborough for pasturage.
